ECHO OF BANQUE INDUSTRIELLE 
SUBPENSION. 


At the Supromo Court, be- 
foro the Chief Justice, this 
morning, an’ action for pay- 
mont of a sum of £1,150 was 
brought by H. G. B. Gulloy, 
trading os Gulley and Co., 
against Mcssrs. Maxim and Co, 
and Messrs, Jorgo Riboiro, Julio 
Riboiro, Sam Choung-hing, Ip 
Yan-kwan ond Li Fal-in (part- 
nors therein), Mr. Eldon Pottor, 
with Mr. F, O. Jonkin, was for 
the plointiff and Mr, O, 
Alabastor for dofondants. 

Mr. Pottor said that tho plain- 
tiff was rosident in London, and, 
at tho roquost of tho dofondants, 
ho purchased 500,000 German 
marks ata prico of £2,300. The 
obligation on the dofondanta was 
to pay the £2,300 in London and 
tho numbor- of dollars 
not ontor into tho 
tion at all. Tho 
dants bad to pay £1,150 in oash 
as soon aa tho marks had boon 
bought. As rogards tho balance, 
thoy got'crodit. Mr. Pottor wont 
on to oite tho ciroumstance 
undor which the sum was not 
paid, saying that tho money was 
paid in Hongkong currency by 
the dofondsnt to tho Banquo 
Industriollo do Chino on Juno 
30th, but tho Bank closed its doors 
and although tho draft was 
prosonted at Barolay’s Bank in 
London, tho mony was novor paid 
thoro, Tho dofondants would 
submit, that thoy had concluded 
thoir part of the contract whon 
tho monoy was paid into tho Bank 
in Hongkong, but ho (Mr. Pottor) 
contonded that tho question of 
Hongkong did not ontor luto tho 
tho mattor at all-“it was agreed 
that the moncy be paid in London.

TIE CANTON OUTRAGE, 


As tho correspondent forward- 
ing dotails of the outrage yoster- 
day oxprossed it, things havo 
como toa protty pass in Canton 
whon two unarmed British sub- 
jocts can be cold-bloododly shot 
by Chinese troops on tho wator- 
front a short distanco from the 
Foreign Scttlemont and their 
riddled bodies thrown into tho 
tivor. Tho incident is ono of the 
most sorious that has occurrad in 
any Troaty Port fora very long 
time, and it is sincoroly to bo 
hoped: thet tho British. cuthor- 
itios will take the mattor up 
onorgotically until satisfaction is 
socured and the culprits sevoroly 
punished. Othorwiso, thoro is 
no knowing to what longth law- 
loss: bands of soldiory may go, 
not only in Canton, but in ptber 
parts of China as well. 


Thoro is no nood hero to rolato 
tho details of the outrago, which 
woro fully roported yosterday, 
lt is cloar that the military in 
Canton at the moment aro a law 
unto themselves. They tako no 
notice of civil authority, and 
thoy act just as it pleases them. 
This point was amply domons- 
trated in the fact that although 
tho city nolico camo to tho roscuo 
of tho poor Indians and escorted 
them to o placo of refuge, the 
soldiory intorvoned, took tho two 
men from polico control, marched 
thom back to the Bund and thoro, 
for no vory apparont roason, shot 
them out of hand. Not stopping 
even at that, the troops must 
neods indulgo in further 
indignitios by throwing the 
riddled bodies into the creek. A 
moro dastardly affair wo havo 
soldom heard of. 


This particular incidont 
crowns a long campaign of 
military lawlessnoss in which 
forsignors and Chineso alike 
havo been thoir victims, As we 
havo froquontly reported of Iato, 
rivor craft of all kind (foreign 
and Chinese) havo been com- 
mandeored by tho military. for 
their’ own uses, whilst tho 
improssing of ooolies has reachod 
such a polnt that the massos 
foar to go. out-of-doors. All 
theso things aro, dono by troops 
who bave no real right to bo in 
Canton .at all—" outside " advon- 
turors who havo proved a thorn 
in the side of the Canton 
authorities ovor since thoy came 


to the olty. So 
Chinese. suffered from. thoir un- 
bearable 
could say Httle—the question 
wos thon ono. solely for tho 
Canton Governmoht to doa! with. 
Now that two British ‘subjects 
havo boon brutally dono to death, 
howovor, wo have ao right to ox- 
pect tho punishment of tho 
guilty onos and also to rocoive 
assurances that stops * will bo 
takon to provent a repotition of 
auch a torriblo outrage. In tho 
interosta of Chineso and 
foroignora allko, it ia imporativo 
that thoso military law-broakors 
bo kopt undor propor control or 
olso oloarod out of tho city 
altogother, 


Hard Lines 


Tho convincing victory of tho 
f£ngland team in Australia, in tho 
fourth Tost match, by a whole 
innings, will ostablish what was 
all along deoclarod to bo tho caso, 
evon whon the position scomed 
blackost, namoly' that tho 


hes mado tho big 
for many yoare, and 
one of tho strongest sides that 
English orickot has ovor raised. It 
is particularly intorosting to 
obsorvo that this dofoat was in- 
flicted on the Australians on the 
only ‘occasion in the Tests in 
which tho visitors havo won tha 
toss this tour, and it ie suro to ro- 
now discussion, of the probsblo 
offect such luck might havo had 
on tho destination of tho “ ashos" 
had it como sooner. And that is 
the chagrining part about tho 
affair—the victory which has 
fallon to the M.C.C. has como too 
late to bo Of any avail. Yot thora 
is this onocomponsation—it ostab- 
lishes boyond criticism the 
capabilitios of tho England toam, 
and removos whatovor tarnish 
thoir shiold might have suffered 
with throo succossive defoats 
in tho Tosts. So whilo we can 
condole with tho team- on 
the hard lines which have robbod 
it of o chance of recovering tho 
chidf, honours, wo can con- 
gratulato it on having shown, in 
such convinoing fashion, its true 
oxcollonce. 


Radio Advance, 


Tho annual report of Mossrs. 
Marconi, coming 80 soon after 
tho discussions of now mothods 
of wiroless transmission which 
have boon triod out rocontly, 
makes vory interosting roading. 
Incidontally, it shows that this 
company is making groat head- 
way with big contracts of roally 
intornational importance. But 
what it disclosos of groatost con- 
corn to the goenoral public 
intorested in radio matters is tho 
confidence tho direotors of the 
company uppoar to place in the 
departure known as tho short- 
wavo systom, by which excos- 
sively high-powor is dono away 
with in favourablo casos, and the 
“beam" mothod ° of -dirocting 
transmission in cortain desired 
diroctions. We havo recontly 
scen some rathor strong criticisms 
of both theso new methods. In 
tho case of tho short wavos it is 
claimed that thoy aro moro liablo 
to atmosphoric disturbances, and 
under certain abnormal con- 
ditions will have to bo supplo- 
mented by very poworful trans- 
mission in order to onsuro pro- 
por communication, Wo prosumo 
the subject is still a mattor of 
oxporimont, and that porfection 
has yettocome. Tho oxports can 
be loft to docide what is possible 
or othorwise in special casos. 
For all practical purposes it 
sooms to tho ordinary wire’ ss 
“fan” that the adyantages of c 
short-wavo systom havo boen 
amply proved. In tho caso of tho 
beam mothod, we only the other 
doy roproduced tho oritioisms of 
expcrimontersa who had tosted it 
thoroughly, and found that 
difficultios of concontration on 
desired rocoiving stations wore 
somowhat formidable, and: par- 
ticularly in case of war tho 
"boom" would bo vory vulnorablo 
to opposition transmitters who 
doliboratcly sot out to intorforo 
with it. For this reason it is said 
to have boen given unfavourable 
reports by tho naval authorities 
of ono of tho world Powors. 
Howevor, whon wo compare the 
advanco made in rocont years 
with tho knowledge of radio 
which served loss than a decade 
ago, wo realise that‘thd science 
ja not by any -means fully ox- 
plored, ahd tho big concerns 
which aro prepared to provo tho 
courago of thoir-convictions, with 
dofinito commitments to now 
processes, dosorvo tho com- 
mondation of the whalo. world, -
